My  packing  is  done  in  a  cool  damp  cellar  and  I 
absolutely  guarantee  my  stock  to  reach  you  in  per¬ 
fectly  healthy  condition. 

I  personally  look  after  digging  and  packing  each 
and  every  order.  When  you  buy  of  me  you  get 
real  service  and  good  stock  treated  in  the  proper 
way.
